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FIRE PREVENTION 
WEEK WILL BE 
OCTOBER 5 TO 11 


The best place for fire prevention 
to start is in the home. Charity 
should start there acording to the 
ancient saying, and certainly safety 
should come first. In order to safe- 
guard the home, inspection should 
be made, not only Fire Prevention 
Week but periodically throughout the 
year, A heating and lighting equip- 
ment examined, chimney and pipes 
kept clean of soot. No smoke pipes 
permitted through combustible ‘« alls; 
disposition of ashes safeguarded. 
The fuse cabinet should be of metal 
or asbestos lined. Fuses in all fuse 
blocks, none of the bridged, and not 
over 15 ampere fuses used in branch 
circuits. All drop cords ‘should be in- 
sulated, and not supported 
conductive material. Electric irons 
always detached when not in use and 
kept on metal stands. 

Matches should be kept out of the 
reach of children and the children 
should be regularly taught the dang- 
er of fire and not to play with 
matches. The safest type of match to 
use is the Saftey Match which may 
be lighted only on the box. 

‘Closets should be kept clean and all 
rubbish removed from the entire 
premises. Cleanliness is next to God- 
liness. Perhaps that is the reason 
it always plays such an important 
part in fire prevention. 

This year again special emphasis 
is being placed on the inspection of 
dwellings during Fire Prevention 
Week and you may expect a visit 
from your loca] firemen Are you 
ready for them? 


THE WORLD 
OF WHEAT 


The U.S.A. government believes 
the purchasing, power of any agzicul- 
tural product should be the same as 
it had in 1913-1914, This purchasing 
power they call “parity”, In Canada 
today the wages of industrial work- 
ers average 37 per cent above such 
1913-1914 parity. The price of sheep 
is 11 per cent above parity, of hogs 
per cent above ‘parity, butcher steers 
14 per cent below parity, and the 
price of wheat at 73 cents Fort Wil- 
liam is 46 per cent below such parity. 
The price of American wheat at 
Chicago $1.19 is about at parity. 

It is evident, therefore, that in- 
dustrial workers and the farmers who 
are producting mainly livestock pro- 
ducts are not badly off as compared 
with 1918-1914, but the Canadian 
farmers who depends mainly upon 
wheat for a living is most certainly in) 
a bad way, for in addition to this 
serious handicap of low price, the 
wheat grower’s income is still further 
decreased by the government’s reduc- 
tion of the amount of wheat the grow- 
er can sell, The wheat grower there- 
fore, certainly deserves the most 
sympathetic consideration and active 
gissistance of the Dominion govern- 
ment, Considering the great military 
value of our wheat surplus, I often 
think that none have done more for 
this war nor received so little reward 
for their services as our wheat grow- 
era,

In the daily press, from the platform, over the air, through govern- 
ment pamphlets, Canadians are being regaled daily with serried rows of 
Statistics detailing in various forms and in differing language with the 
accomplishments of the Canadian war effort covering now nearly two 
years of the greatest fight in the history of the world. 

Each month now there comes to hand a bulletin issued by the Director 
of Public Information at Ottawa, entitled “Canada at War,” a summary of | 
Canada’s part in the war since September 10, 1939. “It is intended” 
states a preliminary note, “to serve as a source of material for speakers 
and those who ask for up-to-date information about Canada’s participation 
in the war. It will be revised monthly and will contain the most recent | 
of available facts and figures.” 

Dealing with all aspects of the Canadian war effort, including contri- 
butions which have been made to date in the supply of men, materials 
and resources, the efforts being put forth by Canadians in the theatre of | 
war as well as on the home front, with the result of voluntary organ- 
izational departments and boards, the booklet affords a valuable, yet con- 
cise compendium of information on the Canadian war achievement to date. 

Although apparently designed principally as a handbook for speakers 
and possibly writers, it is a booklet deserving of study by the general pub- 
lic. Since it is factual, the information it contains can safely be regarded 
as accurate and the data can be used as a basis for arriving at conclusions 
without fear of basing conclusions on false premises, 

This latter is highly important, for while it is possible to arrive at 
false conclusions based on facts whose veracity cannot be questioned, faulty 
premises can never lead to sound opinions. In the gigantic struggle in 
which this country is playing an important role, it is important as never 
before, that the people be given straight facts, in order that they may 
arrive at sound conclusions, for it is only on such a foundation that they 
can unite in maximum strength for the maximum effort absolutely essen- 
tial to ultimate victory.

Tempered Satisfaction 

There can be no gainsaying the statement that Canada entered the 
war relatively unprepared with a comparatively weak military establish- 
ment and an industrial plant ungeared to war requirements. Since that 
time great changes have taken place and much has been accomplished in 
placing the country on a war time basis and in meeting the requirements 
imposed upon the country as a partner with others in the Allied drive 
against world domination by Hitler and his hordes. 

It may bring a sense of comfort and satisfaction to read, for instance, 
that: “Since the outbreak of the war Canada has diverted an ever-increas- 
ing portion of her resources, both human and material, into her war effort. 
The 1941-42 budget provides between 35 and 40 per cent. of the national 
income for war. More than a quarter million Canadians are serving in 
the active armed forces abroad and at home. ... Moreover, Canada’s in- 
dustrial capacity has very largely been turned over to war production in 
the months since the outbreak of the war.” 

These are undoubted facts and Canadians are justified in taking some 
pride in what has been achieved to date, but that pride and satisfaction 
must be tempered by the knowledge and unquestiond belief that much 
more must be done, that the tempo of effort msut be raised to a higher de- 
gree, before it will be possible to say that nothing has been left undone that 
can be done and that every last sacrifice that can be made by every in- 
dividual in the nation has been made, 

“Canada’s war plans for the balance of this year have been made on 
the basis of consultations held early this year with the heads of Britain's 
Navy, Army and Air Force, with Prime Minister Churchill and with other 
high officials in Britain,” says the concluding paragraph of a general sum-

Prince Bernhard Sees No Chance 
For Return Of Old Germany 

Prince Bernhard, husband of Crown 
Princess Juliana of the Netherlands, 
scion of one of the oldest families in 
Germany, who became “100 per cent. 
Dutch” when he married the Crown 
Princess Juliana of the Netherlands, 
declared at Boston that the German 
people have gone so far wrong under 
the Nazi regime that, in his opinion, 
it is virtually impossible for the old 
Germany of culture and learning to 
be reborn even after the Reich's ‘‘de- 
feat.” 

The Prince Consort, who was the 
Prince zu Lippe-Biesterfeld before he 
married the heiress to the Nether- 
lands throne in the pre-war days of 
1937, asserted there was nothing but 
bitterness in his heart for his former 
Fatherland. He is now an honorary 
officer in Britain’s Royal Air. Force 
and works from morning to night for 
the Allied cause. 

‘I don’t think there is any chance 
of the old Germany coming back,” 
he said. “It would take years to get 
the German people straight. 

“They had their chances before 
Hitler came into power. Since they 
didn’t take them—since they have 
gone along with what has been done 
—TI think they are going to have to 
take what is coming to them when 
Germany is defeated.” 

Prince Bernard's first tribute was 
to the English people. He said that 

‘everything you read of their cour- 
| age is true.” 

“In the days of the terrible Sep- 
tember raids the Government gave 
£50,000 and a large quantity of cloth- 


‘ing for relief of the poor people of 


East End,” he related. “I was-there 
five times a day in connection with 
the distribution.

and defence they carry one monster 
gun to do the bombarding. Monitors 
employed by the British in 1914-18 
had either one 15 or one 18-inch gun.

Poliomyelitis is on the wane in Al- 
berta, and there appears to be no 
reason to expect that further banning 
of juvenile assemblies will (be neces- 
sary, Provincial health officials re- 
fort that the number of new cases 
shows a definite decline with the event 
of colder weather, 


In the first seven months of 1941, 
Alberta swine producers have mark- 
eted more hogs than in the whole of 
any previous year excepting 1940. On 
August 31st last the number of hogs 
marketed totaled 1,123,078 head com- 
pared to 1,039,000 head in 19386, the 
highest marketings prior to 1940. In- 
creascs have been registered for 
every month in 1941 ranging from 
10 per cent in May to 50 per cent in 
April, 29.5 per cent of the hogs mark- 
eted this year have graded A while 
56.7 per cent were in the B grade 
This is somewhat ‘better than the 
figures for 1940, but emphasis must 
always be placed on maintaining a 
superior product both because it is 
uneconomical for the British Minls- 
tery of Food to import inferior goods 
and because Canada must be able to 
retain these markets when the war is 
over. If the rate of marketings ig 
maintained for last 4 months of the 
year, Alberta will market very close 
to 2,000,000 hogs in 1941, 


PEOPLE OF BRITAIN 
LEARN TO 
EAT SENSIBLY

It has taken a war to make the 
British people eat sensibly. Dieti- 
cidns and doctors had warned for 
years that the national diet contained 
too much meat and to few: properly 
cooked vegetables too much white 
bread and too few salads, 

Then Hitler intervened, and to-day 
the entire nation is being fed on a 
basis which is as near scientific as 
makes no odds, 

Meat is cut toa minimum, but tha: 
loss can be made good {by eating fish 
rich in fats, such es herrings. Veg- 
etables—which are grown by every- 
one who owns even the smallest patch 
of ground—have bien popularised by 
skillful government advice on various 
ways of cooking them, 


' The sale of natural wholemeal bread, 


containing 100 per cent of the wheat 


vzerm, is going) up rapidly. For those 


Who hesitate at a complete change 
over from white bread there is a 
national wheat meal loaf in which 85 
per cent of the wheat berry 1s 
used instead of the usual 75 per cent, 
thus retairiing nearly all the vital 
germ. 

.Milk has long been supplied free 
or at very low prices for expectant 
and those with 
children under five years, and the 
use of oatmeal, cooked in every 
imaginable way, is strongly advocat- 
ed. 

It will be seen from all this that 
the government is making the most 
of a magnificent opportunity to raise 
the stamina of the nation 

It is educating the housewife to 
the importance _ and relative uses of 
body building, enengy giving, and 
protective foods, and showing her 
how to build up a balanced diet for 
herself and her family. 

Demonstrators are busy all over 
the country in collaboration with the 
ministry of health who have sought 
the advice and assistance of the 
finest dieticians in the country. 

It is now obvious from the lack of 
illness and epidemics expected last 
winter how the nation as a whole has 
benefited. 

One of the drawbacks the nation 
has had to overcome is the lack of 
fruit. During the years of peace 
Britain had become a great fruit 
eating country, owing mainly to the 
introduction of cheap fruit from the 
Dominions and colonies, 

To offset the lack of these, Lord 
Horder, the King’s physician, advised 
plenty of green vegetables and pota- 
toes in which we get more than an 
adequate supply of the vitamin C 
rrovided by oranges, It ts the botte- 
fecl baby who needs the oranges, not 
the adult, 

One of the discoveries of war-time 
Britain is the carrot. 

In peace-time something of a 
Cinderella among root vegetables, it 
was found during the first winter to 
cure night (blindness—one of thie dis- 
coverieg of the black-out. From that 
moment, it began te be popular, 


Doctors believe that its use has 
ad a good deal to do with the na- 
tion’s high stanaard of health sinée 
he war began, jor in addition to its 
high content of vitamin A, it contains 
an enormous amount of sugar, More- 
over, the green tops are rich in the 
anti-scruvy vitamin C,
